Wealthy farmers 
long since discaded the family. smoke houge 
As a depository. for greenbdcks and so the 
vaults of the bank are usually well. filled 
with avaflable assets.

About the,time tho two strangers inside 
the bank came out with the loot the bell 
in the tower of the Cambridge Volunteer 
Fire Department house rang an alarm. 
The four strangers, warning the two 
Cambridge men to remain where they 
were, started on @ run through the snow, 
up the road, eastwartly—up the road that

The fire alarm bell kept on clanging. 
Deputy Sheriff Swain was among the first 
on the scene. He called for volunteers. 
A regular cavalcade followed him, each 
man bearing such weapon as came to 
hand, and he led the charge up the east 
road. 
The tracks of the robbers were in the 
snow. They led to the railroad track. The 
laag steps showed that the four men in the 
lead had been running.

Supreme Court. 


CANNOT APPLY TO SELLERS 
WHO ARE NOT MAKERS 


Opinion Prepared by Justice Fox in 
Which All the Other Judges Con- 
cur—Chief Points in the 
Court’s Conclusion. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 3.—-In an 
elabotate opinion handed down today the 
Missouri Supreme Court declared unconsti- 
tutional the Baking Powder Trust law, for 
which Senator-elect William J. Stone. lob- 
bied in the Missouri legislature two years 
ago. The opinion was written by Judge 
James D. Fox, and all the other judges 
concur. 

After reviewing the history of the case, 
in which an independent manufacturer was 
prosecuted and convicted, the court says: 
“The criminal charge in this cause is a 
misdemanor, and this court only has juris- 
diction to dispose of it by reason of the 
constitutional question involved, hence the 
all-important question submitted to us for 
determination is the alleged unconstitu- 
tionality of the act upon which this prose- 
cution is predicted in so far as it applies to 
sellers who are not manufacturers. 

“The counsel for appellant challenged the 
validity of this act upon which this in- 
formation was based upon the sole ground 
that it is violative of section 28, article 4, 
of the Constitution of this state, in this, 
that the title of the acts directed against 
manufacturers only, ‘while the body of the 
act attempts also to punish not only the 
prosecutions but the sellers of the unhibit- 
ed article. 


“The provision of the Constitution iIn- 
volved in this controvesy is that as con- 
tained in section 28, article 4: . 

““No bill shall contain more than one 
subject whith shall be clearly expréssed 
in its title.’

tion or manufacture of this article, buys 
it in good faith and sells in good faith 
to his customers, is included in the body

Following is an analysis as to the fitle 
of the act, the court continues: 

‘"This title is clearly leveled at those who 
prepare and manufacture the article, while 
the enactment extends to those who have 
nothing to do with its manufacture or 
rete. 

“This cannot be construed as neing in 
compliance with article 4, section of 
the constitution, which requires that the 
title shall contain but one subject and 
shall be clearly expressed. 

‘A measure to regulate the sale of in-

As it is not probable that buildings suitable for either the 
insane or the paupers. can be secured in a convenient locality 
the cottage form is probably the better plan. Both Superintend- 
.ent ILemimers of the Poorhouse and Superintendent Runge of 
the Insane Asylum agree that the ideal plan for the Poorhouse 
is the cottage farm. 

Why not adopt the cottage farm plan and put ft at once into 
execution’? If there is not enough land in the Poorhouseetract 
fur the purpose the city can lease a farm in the country, secur- 
ing an cer and put up temporary cottages which will serve 
unul permanent structures can be built. The better class of 
paupers who are able to work could be placed in the cottages 
and their labor utilized in the dairy and in truck farming. 

The amount of money available in April would be sufficient to 
carry this plan, as the initial expense would not be very 
great. With careful management the farm would probably pay, 
or at least would contribute largely to the support of the insti- 
tutions. The produets of the dairy and truck farm would be 
valuable. The city ought to produce all the milk, butter and 
garden truck needed for all the institutions. Certainly com- 
fortable temporary cottages or barracks of one or two stories 
could be constructed for a small amount of money. Whenever 
the money is available permanent structures can be substituted 
for the temporary cottages without inconvenience. The farm will 
be ready for the work. o 

Certainly the application of common senese. business methods 
and energy to the problem will supply a remedy which will 
take away the reproach of inhumanity and helpless inaction 
from St. Louis.

To Abate the Smoke. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I have read from time to time in the 
Tost- Dispatch of the effort being made for 
suppression of the smoke nuisance, but 
thus far the results.are not apparent to 
the senses. While experimenting (7) with 


smoke *consumers why don’t someone e 
the Sonne system” of firing since it is 
specially adapted to bituminous coals? 

Briefly it consists in piling a moderate 
amount of coal on the dead plate near the 
furnace door and coking it for twenty or 
thirty minutes, jhen push the coke  for- 
ward and evenly distribute it over the 
fire, putting in a fresh lot to take its 

lace. 

"Py properly regulating the draft the 
best results as to heat and smoke-preven- 
tion will obtain, since the gases formed 
have to pass over the fire and are con- 
sumed before they reach the boiler and 
tubes and are chilled by their lower tem- 
perature. 

To insure the best results, minor points 
in themselves should be closely looked af- 
ter, such as the prevention of caking, even 
distribution of the coke over the fire and

WILL BUCHANAN BE 
EXPLOITATION CHIEF? 


Changes in Division Heads, It Is Now 
“Announced, Will Not Be Made So 
Rapidly as Was 
Expected. 


Several of the changes recently an- 
nounced as about to be made in World’s 
Fair department or division heads, will 
not occur. W. B. Stevens, acting chief of 
the press and publicity bureau, states. 

it has been said that P. V. de Graw, 
former head of the United Press in Wash- 
ington, ig to succeed the late Julian Ralph 
as head of the New York bureau. Mr. 
de Graw has been the chief Washington 
representative of the World's Fair for some 


time, and Mr. Stevens says it is likely that 


he will retain his Washington position, go- 
ing to New York now and then, in the 
event of any unusual demand upon the 
New York bureau. But no successor, to 
Julian Ralph will be appointed. 

The New York office was opened and 
pet in operation without much assistance 
from Mr. Ralph, who was ill most of the 
time after his appointment. It was opened 
by McGibbon, who represents the division 
of exhibits in the Easte 

The report that William I. Bychanan, 
director-general of the Pan-American Ex- 
position at Buffalo, is to be appointed to 
the vacant chieftainship of the division of 
Seo es Ooo at a salary ranging anywhere 
from $15,000 to 25,000, is denied. It is said 
that ~ § Buchanan has steadfastly declined 
to be any official connection with the 

Fader, asserting that his personal interests 
are such that he cannot give his whole 
time to exposition work, save through great 


sacrifice. 

Just what his rsona] business is, Fair 
officials decline to state. It is supposed 
that he is still doing what he may to make 
the work of the Pan-American commission, 
of which he was the head, @ success in 
welding together in a bond ‘of common in- 
terest, South and Central American coun- 
tries. It is certain that he is doing much 
for the Fair in Southern and Central Amer- 
ica, and that he is giving the executive 
committee of the board of directors the 
benefit of his large exposition experiencé, 
coming on call to St. Louls when possible. 

His presence here Monday led to the re- 
vival of a rumor that he had finally been 
made director of exploitation. 

The division of exploitation has charge of 
all the foreign commissioners, including 
eb ye’ Barrett and Pepper. The press 

nd @ublicity bureau is in this division, as 
owelh as the ceremonies and reception and 
entertainment bureaus. The executive com- 
mittee of the board is now acting head of 
the division of exploitation. Mr. Stevens 
acts as its secretary. 

The Post-Dispatch has received inquiries 
as to the salaries paid by the orld’s 
Fair to its various officers. Request for 
this information was denied by Secretary 
Stevens. * : 


Salary List Is 
Not for Public. 

It is said that the salaries pajd are based 
on what the execytive committee believes 
are result-produci qualities of the indi- 
vidual, which qualities are better known to 
the executive committee than to the gen- 


eral — 
Without this knowledge the public would 


| not’ be in position to judge of the wisdom 


displayed in sajary awards. It is held that 
all the directofs are acquainted with the 
salary lists and as they are the public's 
representatives in the management of the 
Fair the public should be salistied if they 
are satisfied. 

It is stated that John Barret, because 
of his peculiar knowledge of the Orient, 
receives $1000 a month.,as his salary. Mr. 
Buchanan is supposed to receive $15,000 a 
year. He was mentioned as director-gen- 
eral. At Buffalo he wag paid $12,000. 

Thomas W. Cridler, commissioner to Ew 
rope, is supposed to receive $10,000. Bu- 
reau;heads get $5000, with one or two ex- 
ceptions, probably W. B. Stevens, who is 
supposed to rank well up toward a division 
chief, the salary for whom is believed to 
be $750 a month, or $9000 a year. 

Salaries paid clerks a assistants are 
said to be lower than those paid in many 
business houses, and as a consequence sev- 
eral of these employes have left the ser- 
vice of the Fair lately ‘to atcept business

TRANSPLANTED 250 TREES. 


Success of One of Biggest Jobs of the 
Kind Ever Done in the World. 
Inspection of the 250 trees transplanted at 
the World’s Fair grounds shows that only 
two will have to be semecee. The two 
that di were moved by contractors. 
Tarleton H. Bean. chief of forestry, says 
the World’s Fair job of tree transplanting 
is the largest ever done in the United 
States, if not in the world. The trees aver- 
aged from eight to sixteen inches in diam- 


eter. 
Bach tree was bound with wet straw and 


boards from the gg od to its limbs, to 
keep it from sun and borers that attack 
weakened trees only. A tree during the 
course of transplanting loses much of its 
vitality and is a prey to disease if not 
carefully nurtured. 
Turning toward the sun a side of the tree 
Ret formerly turned that way is likely to 
be injurious tq the tree. The straw and 
board binding of the tree modifies the ef- 
fects of the sun and protects it from the 
cold. A loss of only two trees of 20 is a 
new record in tree transplanting, Mr. Bean
